CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. Fhis association shall be denominated and known as 


the Brunswick-Waccamaw Association. 

Art. 2. The object of this association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s kingdom among men, anc the means of acco this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This association shall consist of delegates and messengers 
chosen from the churches constituting. The delegates shall bear let- 


ters from their respective churches, certifying their appointmentand ~ 


giving information in relation to the condition of the church. 

Art. 4. Any minister or pastor of this association shall be recog- 
nized as a delegate to this association, and any minister in good 
standing may become an annual member of this body by the payment 
of $1.00 annually, or a life member by the payment of $3.50. 

Art. 5. This association shall choose annually a President, a Re- 
cording Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall continue in office until 
their successors are elected. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the President to enforce an observ- 
* ance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide 
all questions of order and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Art. 7. The Recording Secretary shall make a faithful record of 
the proceedings of the association, superintend their printing and 
distribution among the churches. 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all the funds that 
come into the association and keep a faithful and accurate account of 
all receipts and disbursements, and report same at each regular ses- 
sion of this body. 

Art. 9. This association may have an Aueaee Missionary So- 
ciety and Executive Board of not less than five nor more than seven 
members. Said Board shall be convened for the transaction of busi- 
ness upon the call of the President of the association and shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are known, and be responsible 
for their official acts to the association. 

Art. 10. This association shal] not maintain permanent fellowship 


with any of her churches or ministers who neglect to observe gospel © 


order or her members who treat this Constitution with contempt. 

Art.11. It may be the perogative of this association to invite 
visitors and messengers to seats with us, who may speak on any sub- 
jects and enjoy all privileg es except that of voting. , 

Art. 12. The following committees shall be appointed: 1st, Com- 
mittee on Devotional Service; 2nd, Committee on Finance; 3rd, Com- 
mittee on Petitionary Letters and Correspondence. Other Committees 
may be appointed whenever it shall be deemed prudent. 


Art. 13. There shall be appointment of this association an Intro- — 


ductory Sermon of a denominational character. 

Art. 14. The Executive Board shall have power to receive Chem 
es into the association at any of its regular meetings. 

Art. 15. Each church may forma Home Biestoaey, Society whose 
funds shall be turned over to the association. 
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Art. 16. Each Deacon shall pay 50 cents annually, each Licentiate 
$1.00, each Ordainec Minister $1.50, each Pastor pastoring within 
‘our bounds and not belonging to this body shai] pay $1.00 each andthe 
church te which they belong shall be responsible for the same, and 
shall pay 25 cents for each member represented. Forty per cent for 
association and sixty per cent for education. 

Art. 17. There shall be a Missionary chosen at each annual ses- 
sion of this association, whose duty it shall be to visit each church 
not less than twice each year to see where churches need to be or- 
ganized and te buildup broken down places, and supply churches 
‘with gospel food where they are in need. 

Art. 18. No minister who wilfully fails tc pay his just debts will 
be recognized as in good standing. 

Art. 19. The officers of the Executive Board shall consist of Eld- 
ers and Deacons. 

Art. 20. There shall not be any money drawn out of the treasury 
except by order of the association at an annual session, or by an or- 
der ofthe Executive Board, which order shall be of no value except 
it be signed by the President and Secretary. 

Art. 21. The annual session of this association shall commence on 
Thursday before the fourth Sunday in October at such place as may 
be chosen. 

Art. 22. This Constitution may be amended at any annual session 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present.

BY-LAWS 


Art. 1. The meetings of this association shall be opened bv sing- 
ing and reading the Scriptures and prayer, and close with Benedic- 
tion. 

Art. 2. Every motion made and properly seconded shall be opened 
for discussion. 

Art. 3. The officers of this body shall be elected by a rising vote. 

Art. 4. No person shall be allowed tospeak more than twice on 
the same subject without permission from the President. 

Art. 5. Every person who wishes to speak must rise from his seat 
and address the President. 

Art. 6. All questions except these that relate to an alteration of 
the Constitution shall be decided by a majority of members present. 

Art, 7. All whispering without the consent of the President shall 
be considered disorderly. 

Art. 8. No person shall leave the house without permission from 
the presiding officers. 

Art. 9. In all cases due regard shall be exercised for the feelings 
of other members.

faith. 

We further engage to watch over,to pray, to exhort and to stir 
up each other into every good word and work, to guard each other’s 
reputation, not needlessly exposing the infirmities of others, to parti- 
cipate in each other’s joysand with tender sympathy bear each oth- 
er’s burdens and sorrows, to cultivate Christian courtesy, to be slow 
to give or take offense, but always ready for reconciliation, being
